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If the council approves the
new contract, it will be sent to
the Board of Supervisors. The
new arrangements could be-
come effective on July 1.

TORRANCE currently owns
its building and library fix-
tures. Books and supplies as
well as library service is now
provided by the county.

The new contract was drawn
after long discussion on the
possibility of establishing an
independent library system in
the city. Budget considerations
figured prominently in the de-
cision, The current tax rate of
seven cents per $100 valuation
will not be increased under the
new contract, but an independ.
ent library system would re-
quire an increase to 20 cents

per $100, according to City
Manager Wade Peebles.

PEEBLES SAID that the city
would have to spend $225,000 to
buy books and $325,000 annual-
ly for five years to operate the
library if it established an in-
dependent system. He added
that the proposed contract
would give the city access to
the county's collection and
leave the door open for future
consideration of an independ-
ent system,

No criticism of the county
library system is to be implied
from the efforts to change the
present contract, Pecbles said.

“Our relations with the coun-
ty library system have been
excellent and we expect the re-
lationship to continue,” he
added.
